Soon ofter the lost War, the Athletics Board was 

termed \silh the consent of llip sltidenls, or rolher as ihe 
result of a demand by the students. Previous to thai, the 
Students' E.\ecutive Council handled athletic (natters and 
they lexied the initio! student otiilelic self -assessment. 

Todoy this is the ten dollar athletic Ice wtiich is col- 
lected by the Bursar on beholf of the Athletics Board. 
Tcvloy tbe athletic situation bos changed somewhat fiom 
thol originally set up by the students themselves. But be 
that OS it may, tlie basic principles remoln the some: 
Athletics should be run by students, (oi lite sludcnis, and 
with student money. The ten dollar fee is collecled by 
the Bursar at the REQUEST OF AND FOR the Students' 
Society, 

Thot, at least, >sos the case until the other day when 
the student public learned to Its amazement, tliot the 
Senate hod decidcti, Iviiowing the opinions ol the students 
themselves, that the Hockey team could not participate 
in the Quebec Amateur Hockey Association. 

Sir>ce that decision was mode many things hcivc bop- 
peiied. Certain people hove tried to confuse this decision 
with the War issue, ond if hos been cloaked as o question 
of e.\pediency, but this should not be allowed to interfere 
with the main problem at hand. The rnoin issue is clear: 
It is 0 question of STUDENT AUTONOMY in athletics. 
We ore not trying to embarross the University when it is 
hard pressed nor are we trying to be disloyal, for McGill 
students ore ploying as lorge a role in the present troubled 
times OS any other similar body in Canada. We are doing 
one thing: We ore insisting that the ten dollar levy for 
athletics, which has been made at our request, be spent 
as we wish within reosonoblc bounds and without harming 
the University. Above all, we insist that any decisions 
mode should be orrived at through the proper medium. 

It is true that it may be expedient to cancel this 
hockey schedule, and if is true that it moy be a good thing 
to moke the present decision, but it is not true that the 
best woy to do this is to ride rough shod over the rights of 
those who hove o right to make this decision for them- 
selves. 

We hove heard thot it is not for the students to de- 
cide, not for the Athletics Council to decide, not for the 
Athletics Board to decide, but that it is for the Senote to 
decide ofter receiving its odvice from the Committee on 
Physical Educotion advised by the Deportment of Physical 
Educotion, 

Such stotements moy be the fruit of wishful thinking, 
but they do not impress us. This ten dollar fee is our own 
fen dollor fee. If its nature hos been changed, we do not 
know obout it os we hove not been consulted. If the De- 
portment of Physical Education has come between us and 
the University, then it is without our consent. A bock- 
hondcd oct wos never o woy of orriving at a satisfoctory 
conclusion in any motter. These changes which exist in 
the minds of certain people MAY be for the best — we do 
not deny thot — but they have been made without our 
consent. We feel that the old principle of "no taxation 
without representotion" it os good today as it ever was. 

There ore other policies upon which we would like to 
hove more informotion. Why was the Committee on Phy- 
sicol Educotion formed? Why should it be concerned with 
our athletic money? We might also osk "Why is the De- 
partment of Physicol Educotion associated with our 
sports'" V/ho assented to the regimentation of sports 
and ploced them in the category of a Department of the 
University? We might point out thot we ploy gomes for 
fun — not to enoble o Department to be created. We 
run our othletics through our Athletics Council and the 
Athletics Boord, ond NEVER osked to hove them ploced 
under the protecting v/ing of a Department such as the 
Deportment of Physical Educotion. We understand that 
the School of: Physical Education is opt to be moved out 
to Ste. Anne de Bellevue v/ith the rest of the teachers' 
college of ony time, according to a report presented by. 
groduotes to the University. 

But y/e '//ill not rjsk these questions. Ail we ask Is, 
"V/ho controls McGill othletics?" And we feel thai the 
%mr\ir the situolion is cleared up by a special committee 
representing the oludents' Society, tlie University and the 
Groduotes' Society, the sooner we con gel on with the 
businss of carrying on such athletics as it is expedient to 
corry on in the face of the present situation.

.lust nicnlion llir word lliciili'o In thr 
ax-eragc jwrson and immc<llHtcly he tliinka uf 
New York or Vxindon, It's rather a common 
fnUacy to think in those terms, Tlic New York 
or London theatres might cater to, at the 
most, a few million people, and yet the com- 
bined population of England and the United 
States exceed one hundred and fifty millions. 
That the numbers reached by the West End 
or by the White Way stretches into the sev- 
eral millions Is even doubtful. The majority 
of our theatres are the unltnown amateurs' 
organizations of every city, town, and village. 
But the Idea exists that theatre is London, 
theatre is New York, even amongst these acll- 
same amateur groups, and it is to these neona- 
pol:',an nuclei that they turn for leadership. 
Tne commercial theatres of the Big Towns 
exist mainly because the Towns are Big and 
because thousands and thousands of visators 
enter them every day. The theatres of the 
small towns are bereft of both these factors, 
they must be community theatres. New York 
or London offer little help to the community 
theatre. 

It is rcaly heartrending to the theatrical 
person to come into contact with these varie- 
gated groups, and see how badly they stumble 
along without directives, without leadership, 
p.tjfully uy.nn to ape their Big Brothers or 
rua a program from French's catalogues. 1 
have come in contact with a numl>«r of these 
small town amateurs these last few' weeks. 
There are some capable people among them, 
OS', they have no help or guidance, and often 
Vmc'.ifjii under the worst stage rondilions, 
Tr.ttA people can form some of the strongest 
éléments in a real theatrical movement In a 
country.

A draft of the revised constitu- 
tion of the McGill Debating Union 
Society, containing amendments in- 
tended to curtail the powers of the 
president and to Improve the meth- 
od of holding elections, was pre- 
sented al the society's first general 
meeting of the season on Friday 
afternoon.

No 
c.ird.5, however, will be issued 
within a ten-day period before 
elections. 

This revised constitution, with 
additional amendments, will be 
voted upon In Its entirely it an 
other meeting of the society. Be- 
fore it goes into force it must be 
ratified by the Students' Executive 
Council.
